Lightning in Devonſhire, About the End of 
Summer broke out the Plague among Cattle, 
which came from Hungary, travelled toward 
the Danube through Germany and Italy, carried 
off whole Herds, and cleared ſeveral Corners 
of thoſe Countries; not from any Fault either 

of their Food or Air, but from a mere Con- 
tagion brought from the Country with them, 

- which travelled as farasthey did, and ſpread from 


their Saliva, where-ever they licked the Graſs, 


laid down their Mouth, or came near other 
Cattle, from their contagious Effluvia, and 
Putrefaction of their dead Bodies, infecting 
their Stomach and Inteſtines, throwing the 


whole Nervous Syſtem into Convulſions, and N 
inflaming the Blood; for their Mouths, Stovn 


mach, and Inteſtines, were inflamed. Their 


Dung purulent Matter, ſo that the Diſeaſe was 1 


a malignant contagious Dyſentery. Some few 
poor People eat their Fleſh; but if Dogs eat of 


it, they died the ſame day. Auſburg. Luc. 
Schroch. Ramazini publiſhed a Diſcourſe on 
this dreadful and violent Contagion of Black *? 
Cattle, which like a Fire increaſed and ſpread, | 


nor could human Art quench it. It firſt be- 
gan in Agro Vicentino; for, a ſimple ſick Beaſt 
ſtraggling and ſtaying behind the + ao which 


the Merchants yearly bring out of Dalmatia, 


a Cowherd, finding it, brought it to a Farm 
belonging to the Count Borromeo, The Cow 
Infected all the reſt where it was taken in; the 
whole died in a few days, except one, which 
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had n Rewel put in its Neck. It ſpread every- 1711. 
where, even to the Suburbs of Padua, killing 
Cours and Oxen. It is evident, that this Diſeaſe 

in the Cow- kind was a true malignant, fatal, 
peeſtilential Fever, being attended with great 

1 Uncafineſs, Difficulty of breathing, great Pant: 
ing, with a Snorting ; and began with a Stupor, 
or Drowſineſs, a continual Flux of ſtrong ſmell· 
ing Matter from the Noſe and Mouth, ſome- 
times with Blood, all Rumination ceaſing. 


Puſtles, like Small- pox, broke out over the 
whole Body on the 5th or 6th Day. They 
moſtly died the 5th or 7th 77 4 few of them 
XZ eſcaped. It is not ſtrange, if from the Effluvia, 
like an Atmoſphere, proceeding from the fick 
and dead Cattle, and from the Cow-houſes and 
3 Paſtures where they fed, and thereby infected, 
but chiefly from the Cloaths of the Cowherds 
2X themſelves, it thould diffuſe itfelf ſo largely. 
This Poiſon was of that Kind, which rather 
fixes and coagulates, than diſſolves the Blood, 
For, beſides the above Symptoms, the Eye it- 
" = ſelf isa Witneſs; for their dead Carcaſes being 
opened whilſt hot, little or no Blood ran out, 
Covs having naturally thick Blood; . eſpecially 
when the Fever has continued ſo many Days. 
In their Omaſus or Paunch was found a hard 
compact Body, firmly adhering to the Coats 
of the Ventricle, of a large Bulk, and an in- 
XZ tolerable Smell. In the Brain, Lungs, and 
ow Other Parts, were ſeveral Hydatides, and large 
the Bladders, filled only with Wind, which, 
.1 being opened, caſt a deadly Stink. At the 
Root of the Tongue were Ulcers and Bladders, 
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212 filled with Serum. Had thay been carefully 


buried, it might have leſſened or prevented the 
Infection till Winter came, for its Cold to cure 

it. For Cure, he adviſes bleeding, burning 
on both Sides of the Neck with a red-hot Iron, 
making Holes in the Ears with a round Iron, 

and putting Hellebore-roots in the Holes, a 


Rewel or Seton under the Chin in the Dewlaps ;

20, which is the loweſt that die in the healthieſt 
Time, at that Seaſon of the Year. So the 

Plague ceaſed in Harveſt that Year ; which 
moſtly uſes to rage at that Time, and to in- 
creaſe at Midſummer, or the End of Summer. 
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A Plague beginning in the Spring, is ved : 


to ceaſe in the Harveſt. It is remarkable, that 
in Egypt, though the Plague rage never ſo ter- 


ribly, yet it infallibly ceaſes after the Summer 
Solſtice. The Characteriſm of the Egyptian 


Climate in this peculiar Phenomenon of the 
Plague, extends to Smyrna, Chia, and the very 
Streights ot the Helleſpont. F urther obſerve, the 
North Winds tollowing the Courſe of the Sun, 


are loaded not only with an excrementitious 


Humidity, but with nitrous Particles, brought 
from the Euxine Sea at the Beginning of our 
Etcfie. But the Egyptian Air, brought hither 
by the warm South Wind, is highly rarefied, 


and free from ſuch Salts; therefore, moſt likely, 
hinders the Spread of the Plague.

an open Belly, ſucceeded inſtantly. If it fixed in 


the Breaſt or Side, with a Pain, Bleeding early, 
before they began to expectorate, was ſervice- 
able.

the Symptoms, Abſtinence from animal Food, : 


keeping the Body warm, drinking freely of 
tepid ſmall Liquors, with the Uſe of Pectorals, 
e But in the tearing Cough, without

in 1340; and the Plague from Chaſms opening 


The preceding Hiſtory affords 
many other ſuch Caſes, as well as Famine.

comitants; and we think it cannot be denied, 


that what Meteors, Seaſons, or Changes of 


Air, may produce Diſeaſes alone, may be al- 


| lowed to do the fame when conjoined to other 


Circumſtances; on the contrary, ſuch Things 


as do not ordinarily, or very rarely occaſion 
* when alan, cannot Juſtly be charged 
with

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with them, when accompanied with ſuch Cir- 
cumſtances, that often produce Diſeaſes, Now 
what theſe Things are that generally give Riſe 


to ſuch common Calamities, ſhall be fairly and 


faichfully tried from Hiſtory and Facts only. 
68. By comparing the preceding Tables of 
Earthquakes and Epidemics together, we ſhall 
find that though ſeveral of them have hap- 
pencd in the ſame Year, yet few of them fell 
both in the fame Country ; but ftill fewer 
where the Earthquake was neither preceded nor 
attended by ſuch Things as are moſtly the Fore- 
runners of a great Mortality; but feweſt of all 
Where the laſt immediately ſucceeded the other. 
This being of ſome Moment, it challenges our 
. cloſerAttention: And compare a few of them, 
(E. gr.) that of 2 513. the Earthquake was at 
Sinai in Arabia, the Plague in Egypt three 
Months before. The Earthquake of 35 56. 
was preceded by a Year's grievous Drought ; 
that of 3641. was only a local Plague from the 
- ſenſible peſtilential Vapours, rifing out of a 
great Chaſm of the Earth; that of 262. was 
the general Plague, which begun eleven Veats 
before this Earthquake, and laſted four Years - 
after: - - That of 746. was in Syria, but the 
Plague was in Sicily, from whence it reached 
to the Aſliatic Iles, and all Greece. - - In 750, 
and 75. the Plague raged in Conſtantinople, but 
the Earthquake was in Syria. In 1047. all 
Corns were blaſted by Tempeſts, Thunder, 
Lightning, and a long deep Snow. - - - 1085, 
and 6. were both exceſſive rainy Years, Rains, 
Dearth, and Death prevailed over both Man 
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and Beaſt. The Plague in Greece of 1091.

Pleuriſy, there is an extreme, fixt, pricking 


Pain in the Side or Breaſt, thick, frequent, ill- 
ſmelling Breath, acute Fever, Saw-like Pulſe, 


a great Cough; the Sick lie eaſieſt on the pained 
Side; Breathing is difficult.

2 5. As Emollients and Laxatives are of the 


greateſt Krvice in all Inflammations of the 
noble Parts; ſo is every thing that increaſes the 
Blood's Motion, Momentum; or Drains of its 


thinner Parts, no leſs miſchievous; as ſtrong 
Purges, or ſtrong, ſpirituons, penetrating Things; 
as Spirit or Salt of Hartſhorn, Sal Armoniac, 


Sal Volatile, Sc. given when the Lungs are 


over-loaded with Humours, overwhelm the 
Parts, and kill the Sick. . 
26. Now for a brief Recapitulation. Ge- 
nuine Inflammations of Throat, Breaſt, and 


Sides prevail more in the Spring and Summer 
than in Harveſt or Winter; mote in droughty 
Weather, whether hot or cold, than in rainy,

Plague; for I do not obſerve any peculiar 
Symptoms of its own, but what are common 


to the Diſtempers it mimics; even Carbuncles, |

Spittings of coagulated Blood, They are moſtly

were ſet right again, by giving vegetable, acid, an- 


_ tiphlogiſtic Expulſives. The 2d Fever, which, in 
the confluent Kind, began from the End of the 11th 
to the 13ttr Day, proved moſtly of the putrid or 
hectic Kind, Of the former they died before the 
17th Day; of the latter they reach the 4th, 5th, or 


even 6th Week. Several, both before and after 
the Height of the Diſeaſe, had their Thorax ſo 
loaded with Flegm, as threatened immediate Suffo- 

cation; no Expectoration, yet ſcarce. any Breath, 
and a great ruttling, or boiling of Flegm in the 
Breaſt ; ſuch were ſurprizingly and ſafely relieved 
(baving been bliſtered before) by 2 very mild Peuk 
of Tincture of Ipocacuan, with Vinegar of Squills; 
and this repeated as often as neceſſary; giving a 
ſmall Doſe of Diacodium, in A. Puleg. after it. The 
kind of Pox to be expelled was eaſily foreſeen, from 
the fixt or erratic Pains in the Back, Loins, Hips,

Some tried to purge them at the coming on of the 
ſecond Fever, but its bad Conſequences ſoon tired 
them of that Courſe, As to the Method of Cure, 
I can fay no more of it, having been called to only 
+5 or 8 of them in a deſperate Condition, thoꝰ two 
Parts of three even of theſe recovered. The eryſi- 
pilatous Kind prevailed *cill the Beginning of Sep- | 
tember, when they were not quite ſo fatal as before, 
when few had them. But from the 20th of OZober, 
that the warm, dry Seaſon begun, to the 16th of 
December, that we had frequent daily Showers, it 
was a moſt melancholy Time; Numbers of Paſſing 
Bells and Funerals every Day; during which Time 
it was ſaid, that 6 Girls died for one Boy ; the Truth 
of which we ſhall ſee after. From the 16th of De- 
cember, that we had daily Showers, the Diſeaſe daily
